Ans.  When  the  1953  edition  was  prepared,  we  knew  of  no  spe 
mens  other  than  proofs  or  impaired  proofs.  Since  that  time,  we  he 
seen  two  brilliant  unc.  ones,  both  showing  extensive  injuries  to  -> 
dies,  and  neither  with  any  trace  of  proof  surface.  This  necessitated 
listing  in  Unc.  in  the  1954  Standard  Catalogue.  The  figure  of  $4a 
extremely  conservative,  inasmuch  as  we  have  heard  of  no  more  tn 
these  two  examples.  There  is  no  Mint  or  Archives  record  of  d 
business  strikes  of  half-dimes  in  1864  for  circulation,  all  470  reporl 
being  proofs,  and  we  are  inclined  to  think  that  these  unc.  exampJ 
from  the  badly  injured  dies  were  made  at  the  end  of  the  year  ca 
reported  in  1865.  Research  is  now  going  on  to  determine  how  mc| 
of  the  13,000  unc.  half-dimes  of  1865  were  or  could  have  bo 
dated  1 864,  and  the  publication  of  this  figure  will  announce  a hithe, 
unknown  major  rarity  of  United  States  coinage.  j

Ans.  Walter  Breen,  of  our  staff,  is  preparing  a monograph  on  ^ 
varieties  of  the  U.S.  dimes  of  1796-1837.  Part  I,  1796-1807, 
nearly  finished,  and  the  following  data  are  from  it.  There  are 
varieties  of  1796,  the  commonest  being  that  with  the  lumpy  diebre 
at  first  star,  the  two  rarest  having  respectively  rim  break  at  STA  c 
obverse  cracked  across  from  R through  curls  and  drapery  to  ec 
right  of  6.  There  are  both  rare  and  common  varieties  with  either  f'< 
or  five  berries.  The  1797-98  varieties  are  all  listed  in  the  Stand* 
Catalogue;  it  should  only  be  mentioned  that  both  varieties  of  1798 
have  small  8,  and  that  the  great  rarity  with  perfect  date  and  srr 
8 has  a reverse  very  similar  to  that  of  the  extremely  rare  1796 
13-star-reverse  variety.  Of  1800  there  are  two  varieties,  small  c 
large  A's  (latter  rare);  of  1801,  two  varieties,  first  with  five  bern 
this  die  being  the  rusted  second  reverse  of  1800,  second  (very  ra  i 
with  seven  “berries",  the  extra  two  berries  probably  rust  pits  in 
die.  The  first  variety  of  1802  is  the  so-called  “Needle  Beak",  lo^ 
prong  of  eagle's  beak  about  three  times  as  long  as  the  upper  one,  c 
extending  well  beyond  the  star  that  it  pierces.

C.,  there  are  only  single  varieties.  Seven  varieties  of  1825  and 
least  thirteen  of  1827  are  known.  Three  to  seven  varieties  each 
1829  Small  10  C.,  1830  to  1837  Bust  Left  are  known,  but  the  vai 
tions  are  now  very  minor  and  it  has  not  yet  been  possible  to  deterrri 
accurately  the  rarity  of  most  of  them.
